A combination of 
problems 
continues to cause trouble for 
many cotton producers. This is 
true despite the fact that sev­ 
eral farmers have found blooms 
and even bolls in early planted 
cotton, Thrips, aphids, and flea 
hoppers are still causing dam­ 
age to late cotton and in a few 
fields these insects are caus­ 
ing damage to small squares on 
larger cotton. If this doesn’t 
sound bad enough, we 
have 
looked at several fields where 
fusarium and verticillium wilt 
are beginning to show up. Much 
of our cotton crop has been se­ 
verely damaged early by root 
rot and thrips feeding. Cotton 
damaged by root rot is likely to 
have a shallow root system es­ 
pecially if the tap root is de­ 
stroyed. If this is the case, 
any root pruning during culti- 
vtion will further damage the 
crop. The best rule to follow is 
very shallow cultivation— just 
enough to control weeds and 
grass. 
Most of the thrips injury is 
past, and noral leaves are ap­ 
pearing in the cotton bud. This 
was a year in which spraying 
was justified for control. Early 
wheat harvest, hot dry weather 
and plenty of young cottton— 
the thrips moved out of wheat 
into this young tender cotton 
which was already having a dif­ 
ficult time with seedling disease 
such as root-rot and damping 
off at the soil line. Next year 
Pm sure that most people will 
be able to recognize thrips dam­ 
age in the early stages and

o u t our lives. A bookkeeper may rationalize his own 
' petty embezzling by assuring himself that the boss al­ 
ready has more money than he needs and can "afford 
J l ” r yet he is pleased* at the same time, to read that 
the Brinks robbers “got their due.” A woman may 
criticize her neighbor for keeping an untidy house 
jft’hile blaming her own unkempt home on the antics 
of her four children. 
All of us are guilty, at times, of hypocrisy, be it in 
matters of big import or matters of little consequence. 
It was just recently that we Americans, as a whole. 
Yhade a* most disgusting display of hypocrisy. It was 
over the incident of the sale of ten jet-liners by Great 
.Britain to communist China. American were aghast 
at the thought that one of our allies would dare to aid 
’* the enemy in this manner. 
. Think a moment. Who are WE to criticize anyone 
when we ourselves pour billions of dollars every year 
down the rat-holes of communist countries. Tito of 
■^ Yugoslavia has declared again and again, “In war or 
^-poace, ue will march shoulder to shoulder with Mos­ 
cow.” All the time he is reassuring us of this, we turn 
a deaf ear, and since 1948 Yugoslavia has received two 
i ' and a half billion dollars of our money.

* out Western aid. and whose cries still ring in the minds 
* of certain Americans? Hungary.

On the other hand, what countries have received 
assistance from the United States and still remain 
2 communist? The list is long and shameful. As long as 
« we continue to extend aid to a communist satellite - 
* even though we exclude communist Russia itself—we 
t; are in reality extending the aid directly to Russia. 
; 
We must stop pouring billions of dollars into com- 
* munist countries. We must stop helping these coun- 
* iries build up their economic strength with shipments 
2 of machine tools, critical industrial machinery' and 
t surplus lood. Let us have the good sense to quit help- 
f ing our enemy. Let us cease to occupy a position Of 
J hypocrisy in the eyes of the world. Let us stand for 
I freedom by ceasing to give dignity to freedom’s enemy 
* by our recognition, trade or aid. It is only by turning 
j to the posture of integrity that America and the rest 
I of the free world can defend freedom, can win freedom 
for the people who are enslaved now, and can avoid 
the holocaust of a total, all-out hot war. 
Every nation would like to raise its standard of liv­ 
ing. In fact, we have much to do toward this goal in 


many regions of our own country. However, when it 
comes to improving living conditions in other coun­ 
tries, hand-outs are not the answer. They are not eco­ 
nomically sound and they cannot build the kind of 
moral fibre necessary to freedom. We cannot afford to 
subscribe to any more foreign aid programs unless 
they can answer*in the affirmative the following three 
questions: (1) Will it aid our alies to preserve their 
independence? (2) Will it help the recipient to be self- 
reliant; and (3) Will it bring security and eventually 
material and diplomatic benefits to the United States 
and to the Free World? 
In spite of its inability to answer these questions, 
our government continues to spend huge sums for for­ 
eign aid. Taxpayers are led to believe that if these 
funds are administered through the vehicle of the 
United Nations they will, in some mysterious way, be 
more effective than if they were spent under our own 
administration. Furthermore, we have been duped into 
thinking we should give these hand-outs to foreign 
countries purely on their own terms, with no strings 
attached on our part. We hear the assurances by our 
government, given to the recipients of our generosity: 
(1) That they need not be our friends; (2) That they 
can continue to help our enemies; and (3) That they 
will be under no obligation to trade with us on even a 
give-and-take commercial basis. In short, the govern­ 
ment that collects our excessive taxes the moment 
they are earned, and often before they are received, 
insists that our foreign aid must have no conditions 
attached to its accepiance. 
It is our belief that one of the major areas into 
which our government should take a long, hard look 
is the administration and appropriation of our foreign 
aid. The one way to truly help industrially retarded 
nations is to strengthen our own free competitive eco­ 
nomy, and by building up trade with these nations, 
help them to help themselves. Unwise foreign aid pro­ 
grams merely subsidize the Mistaken elements in the 
recipient nations and tend to further centralize the 
power of a government in an effort to build up addi­ 
tional power from the aid. rather than to let it be 
given in such a way as to help the small businessman 
and the consumer. 
The Mistaken are waiting for us to spend ourselves 
to death. They believe that if they bankrupt us we will 
be rendered militarily defenseless. They are more than 
pleased to see us spend such huge sums on foreign 
ain. for they believe that eventually we will no longer 
be able to sustain our armed forces, and so will be 
more willing to acquiesce to Russia’s demands for our 
own disarmament without any similar guarantee from 
her. 
Our private American economic system is eager to 
render aid to undeveloped countries which display a 
will to help themselves. We do not wish to withdraw 
our assistance from those countries in which we be­ 
lieve we have a profitable, sound, foreign investment. 
But it is time to ask ourselves just how sound an in­ 
vestment we have in Yugoslavia, in Poland, in Indo­ 
nesia—or in any country in which Communism has a 
decisive toehold with no hope of a victory for freedom. 
Recently one Senator echoed the sentiments of pa­ 
triots throughout America when he said, “I believe 
that Lenin once declared that ‘when the time comes 
to hang capitalism, the capitalists will trample one 
another in their efforts to buy the rope.’ I do not in­ 
tend to support legislation which in effect buys rope 
for communist countries which they shall use to hang 
us.”

Private Enterprise Making 
Atomic Power History 


Do you want to learn how to 
produce electricity most effec­ 
tively from the atom? To start 
with, you’d 
better have $700 
million to spend. That is the 
sum budgeted for an effort to 
produce low'-cost atomic pow­ 
er. It involves 24 development 
projects, in which some 120 in- 
vestor-owned light and power 
companies are participating. 
At the 
beginning, 
a 
good 
many people misunderstood the 
significance of atomic power. 
They thought that, in a com­ 
paratively brief period of time, 
it would make 
all the other 
sources of electricity virtually 
obsolete. But the atom eon - 
tained profound secrets, and not 
all of them have yet been dis­ 
closed. There are a number of 
types of practical reactors, and 
only research and experiment 
can determine which is best. 
To date atomic energy has been 
more eostly than energy pro - 
duced from 
the 
conventional 
mens. 
In the foreseeable future, the 
bulk of electricity 
will 
coine 
from conventional fuels, with 
nuclear fuels an important and 
growing supplement. Nuclear en 
argy, ior the time being at least, 
will be produced most widely 
m areas where electric costs are 
relatively high, because of re­ 
moteness from fuel sources or 
some other inescapable cause. 
Meanwhile, seven nuclear pow 
er plants are presently in opera- 
ton, and three more are sched­ 
uled to go to work tills year.

.Many other such projects are in 
the planning, design and test 
stages. The investor-owmed elec­ 
tric companies, working with 
the Atomic Energy Commission, 
equipment manufacturers, and

The going program is 
the world’s most advanced and 
comprehensive in this astonish­ 
ing field, in spite of all the bally­ 
hoo we have been given by pub­ 
lic power advocates about Rus­ 
sia’s wonderful power develop­ 
ment.

Comparatively soon there will 
be a general election in Britain. 
There the issues are clear out. 
'Rie Conservative Party battles 
the socialist and trade 
union 
leaders of the Labour 
Party. 
Despite the fact that the Labour 
Party is basically a working­ 
man’s organization, it has been 
beaten by the Conservatives in 
recent elections. 
I asked my friend Iain Mac- 
leod, chairman of the British 
Conservative Party, how it wins 
labor votes. Here is his answer 
from London: 


By Iain Macleod, M. P. 
Chairman of the British Con­ 
servative Party and Its Leader 
in the House of Commons 
London: —- I am sometimes 
asked by American friends why 
such a high proportion of Brit­ 
ish manual workers and their 
families support the Conserva­ 
tives. After all, they say, the 
Labour Party originated from 
within your trade union move­ 
ment, and its basic policy is 
aimed at improveng the status 
of the "working classes” : the 
very name of your party sug­ 
gests that you want to conserve 
the older order of things. 
On the fact of it, 
it 
does 
seem a bit strange that a politi­ 
cal party which has its roots 
daep in history should not only 
have survived the upheavals of 
the past two centuries but suc­ 
ceeded in winning each of Brit­ 
ain’s last three elections with 
greatly 
increased 
majorities. 
This could not, of course, be 
achieved without the votes of a 
large section of industrial work­ 
ers. 
Why have they continued to 
support the 
Conservatives? 
1 
think there are four main rea­ 
sons. First, the party itself has. 
with occasional lapses, moved 
with the times and often set the 
pace of advance: 
second, we 
have 
usually 
produced 
good 
leadership — particularly w-hen 
the country most needed it. The 
third reason surrounds the post- 
was transformation in the struc­ 
ture of British society and in 
the outlook and ambitions of the 


electorate: the fourth is nega­ 
tive, insofar as it relates to the 
public 
image of the 
Labour 
Party itself. 
Let me touch on these points 
in more detail. 
Whatever our name may im­ 
ply, it is an historical fact that, 
for well over a century, Con­ 
servative governments and par­ 
liamentarians have been active 
in pursuing the cause of social 
and industrial reform. A strik­ 
ing testimony to this was paid 
by James Keir Hardie — one of 
the great Socialist leaders of 
the early 20th century: — 
"As a matter of hard, dry 
fact, from which there can be 
no getting away, there is more 
labour legislation standing to the 
credit of the Conservative Party 
on the statute book than there 
is to that of their opponents.” 
This reference to 19th century 
legislation is, I think, important. 
During that critical period of 
our history Tory reformers were 
prominent in fighting against 
the 
harsh 
conditions 
of life 
created by the industrial revol­ 
ution and the doctrine of “lais­ 
sez-faire.” 
All this serves to emphasize 
the party is not something of 
recent origin. Within the trade 
union movement itself there has 
always been a strong Conserva­ 
tive element; and today, these 
people are not only numerous, 
but articulate. Some hold 
of­ 
ficial posts in their unions and 
many are elected as shop ste­ 
wards. They also hold important 
positions in our party, and re­ 
cently a trade unionist presided 
over our annual Party Confer­ 
ence as Chairman of our Na­ 
tional 
Union 
of Constituency 
Conservative Associations. 
Now I turn to what is per­ 
haps the most important single 
factor in the voting pattern of 
post-war elections. Many Ameri­ 
cans still think of our British 
society as one of deep, clear- 
cut, divisions 
of 
class. 
This 
image is fast becoming an an­ 
achronism. 
Indeed, 
the class 
structure in Britain 
today 
is 
probably no less flexible than 
your own. The 
changes 
here 
are, no doubt, due partly to the 
natural and inevitable proces­ 
ses of evolution; but, in recent 
years, the fuel has been pro­ 
vided for rapid acceleration.

ciety which has brought them 
new status, new opportunities 
for advancement, and a high 
degree of prosperity. 
Most people recognize that no 
nation or community can pros­ 
per in this day and age unless 
it is dynamic and forward think­ 
ing. Every encouragement has 
to be given to new thought, new 
invention and enterprise, 
and 
new 
opportunity 
for 
creativa 
work. We are now in the midst 
of a second industrial revolu­ 
tion and we are determined Vo 
grasp the opportunities which it 
gives us. while at 
the 
same 
time helping individuals to meet 
the 
human 
problems 
which 
change brings to them. 
In the last few years we hava 
added to our long list of Acts 
of Parliament designed to im­ 
prove conditions 
of 
work 
m 
factory, mine, office and on the 
land. We are also giving great­ 
er 
security 
to work 
people. 
Equally important is 
the 
re­ 
modeling of the training facili­ 
ties available both for 
young 
people entering industry and for 
older 
workers 
who 
have to 
change their jobs and adapt old 
skills to new processes. 
Britain is the world’s oldest 
industrial society; and we who 
started the industrial revolution 
have more to unlearn in order 
to modernize. This applies as 
much to attitudes of mind as 
to material developments. That 
is why we are paying as much 
attention to social and human 
considerations as to material 
ones. 
We have always prided our­ 
selves in being a national party 
— one which believes that all 
sections of the community have 
an important part to play in 
our national life. This in es­ 
sence, explains why we draw 
support from all sections of the 
nation.

from water to liquor, he called 
attention to the fact that young 
girls were sight-seeing in the 
Capitol as huge cases of liquor 
were wheeled past for consump­ 
tion at the Senate Reception. 
‘‘What Senators drink in pri­ 
vate is their business,” said the 
Senator from O.egon, “But what 
they drink in 
public 
is 
the 
Senate’s business. This is gov­ 
ernment property, and the al­ 
cohol, for all I know, may be 
paid for by the government.” 
At this point, Sen. Mike Mans­ 
field, D-Mont., walked into the 
room. 
“I was about to give Wayne 
an adjournment so he could at­ 
tend the reception,” Mansfield 
said later, “when he hit me 
over the head with a forensic 
club. He accused me of defam­ 
ing the sacred halls of Congress 
with booze.”

against both liquor and the ad­ 
ministration’s plan to suspend 
the 160-acre limitation for the 
San Luis Project while
